NEW TO-DAY. 


THK TOriC OF THE «AY. 


There has been bnt little change 


in the political situation. The count 
has been resumed in undisputed par- 
ishes in Louisiana, from which State 
comes the information that the Dem- 
ocrats continue to attempt the il«- 
atruction of evidence nnd election 
documents. In Florida, official re- 
turns havo been received from all 
but nine counties. The count in 
that State will hardly be commenced 
this week. The same san^iyp,feel- 
ing prevails among KepubncSii" that 
u fair official count will give Florida, 
South Carolina and Louisiana tt> 
Hayes. If a majority of the electo- 
ral votes •would settle the question, 
there would be nothing obscure in 
the ontlook. But there is no dis- 
guising tho possibility of a refusal 
on tho part of the House to receive 
tho voles of these last named States. 
If objection is raised, and the Senate 
objects to Alabama and Mississippi, 
where tho most flagrant acts of fraud 
(•IK! intimidation have been com- 
mitted by Democrats, we do not see 
how the Presidential question can 
be settled by March. In the event 
of such a "lock-out," opinions are 
divided as to how » President shall 
be chosen. The effect wonld be to 
leave the government in the hands 
of tho persons by whom it is now ad 
ministered. Theri will be no disso- 
lution of the army, navy nnd other 
departments, simply from this cause. 
The same officers throughout all the 
departments would continue to dis- 
charge their duties, which, by the 
ivn>, would bo a state of things 
which a Democratic House would 
hardly hell) to bring about. The 
Constitution does not expressly pro- 
vide that in 
caso 
of non-elec- 


tion, the existing President shall 
hold over until a new election 
shall havo been 
duly 
effected, 


yet it is only fair to presume that 
snch is the implied intention. It is 
hardly probable thattheDernocratic 
members of the present House will 
undertake to get np a revolution, 
neither is it to be imagined that they 
will pursue -a course which will 
nacessari'y result in leaving the gov- 
ern ment andall the offices in the hands 
and under tho direction of the pres- 
ent cabinet, whose functions do not 
expire with the change of the Presi- 
dent. 


It in unpleasant to reflect that 


whatever may be the result of the 
electoral canvas, elisappointmentwill 
be the portion of nearly half the peo- 
ple, and that there will be many 
among these who will feel that they 
have been unfairly dealt with. The 
saiae disappointment comes to a 
Urge portion of the people every 
ve« of their lives—atevery election. 
Bnt the unpleasant pill is invariably 
shallowed without disturbance, and 
matters soon settle into their cus- 
tomary channels. There can bo no 
good reason for a serious national 
disturbance over the Presidential 
question. We hear of no one who 
Is desirous of fighting either for 
Hayes or Tildon. There havo been 
Mastering threats away beyond the 
mountains, about war for the sup- 
;port of principle, but most uf this 
feind of iaeendiary talk comes from 
a euiss who are sever known to con- 
tend for principles of any kind, and 
who, in Iho event of trouble, would 
netcr be found nearer a fight than 
the sutler'* wngou«. ,They are not 
of the stripe oi' people whose parti- 
san echoing* for "life, liberty and 
pursuit of hc-ppiness/ should in- 
llnonco the true lovers of the coun- 
try. 
Wo believe that President 


Grant and the United States Senate 
are fully competent and ready to 
vleal with die business now in their 
hands, and that the Ship of State 
will be guided aafely through the 
.troubled waters.
